District Agriculturist

PASTURE CARE: 

Pasture is an important part of 
livestock production , in this 
country. Pastures can be dam- 
aged badly by pasturing too early 
and too heavy. Try to let your 
pasture get well started this 
spring before turning in. the 
stock. Rotatiorial grazing also in- 
creases the carrying capacity of 
pasture and this can usually be 
arranged by making use of elec 
tric fence. Seeded pastures con- 
taining a mixture of grasses 
a legume will produce more than 
straight grass. Proper use of fer- 
tilizer also can increase the val- 
ue of pasture. 


of 100. Discussion on purchases |BABY PIG csiedades. 


This disease hits hardest baby 

pigs at from one to fourteen days 
of age. And at this stage 100% 
loss is quite common. Symptoms 
are diarrhoea, vomiting and fev- 
er. Pigs which survive are usu- 
ally poor doers. Older pigs may 
be affected but very few of them 
die. Losses from this disease us- 
ually stop after three or four 
weeks, probably because the 
sows develop an immunity which 
is passed on to their young. In 
order to know what action to 
take it is important to get a cor- 
rect diagnosis of the disease. For 
this reason anyone with disease 
in pigs should avoid jumping to 
the conclusion that it is caused 
by baby pig disease until a com- 
petent veterinary has been con- 
sulted.

SEEDING FORAGE CROPS: 

It is important to do every- 
thing possible to get a good catch 
whenever you plant forage crops. 
It is estimated that less than 
half of the forage seed planted 
in western Canada ever produces 


too deep. The only effective way 
to prevent this is to have the 
seed bed’ good and firm. Pack it 
at least once and possibly twice 
before seeding and you will be 
able to control the depth of seed- 
ing. Seed not more than one half 
inch deep, or simply broadcast 
the seed and harrow lightly. 
Seed in May if possible.

FARMERS SCHOOLS: 

The last year or two the De- 
partment of Agriculture have 
been putting on schools in var- 
ious parts of the country. These 
have been on a variety of sub- 
jects such as Plumbing, Welding, 
Electrical Schools, Farm Build- 
ing Schools. As there is a limit 
to the number of these schools 
which may be held, any district 
which would like to have one 
next winter should let me know 
right away in order that I can 
send the request into headquart- 
ers. ‘There have. been Plumbing, 
Electrical and Welding schools 
held in my district in the past 
and they were very well receiv- 
ed. Other parts of the district 
may want one of these or one of 
the Building schools next winter. 
The district showing the most in- 
terest will be the one getting 
the school so let me know as 
soon as possible.

As the official organizer of the 
Social Credit party, he’s respon- 
sible fcr having a full slate of 
candidates in the field when Pre- 
mier Manning decides it is time 
to call a general election. 

At the time of writing, Mr. 
K> nedy had candidates account- 
ed for in 49 cf ‘the 65 provincial 
ridings, and expected to have the 
remainder named by the end of 
the second week in May. 

You might take this as an in- 
dication that an election isn’t far 
off. Certainly the Socreds have 
been told to be ready. But .Mr. 
Kennedy claims he’s as much in 
the dark as anyone. “I wish 
someone would tell me when 
the election will be held,” he 
said. 

So far the party has nominated 
48 of its own candidates. In the 
Leduc riding, the local group de- 
cided to support R. Earl Ansley, 
rebel Social Crediter who was 
ousted from 'the party before the 
1952 election and has been sit- 
ting ever since on the Opposition 
side of the House as an Inde- 
' pendent Socred. 

The party is still trying to de- 
cide whether Mr. Ansley will be 
reinstated as a member of the 
Social Credit League. His mem- 
bership was revoked after his 
outburst against government pol- 
icy became too embarassing. 

The Leduc SC Constituency 
Association has asked that Mr. 
Ansley be taken back into the 
fold, but the decision will have 
to be made by the provincial 
executive at one of its forth- 
coming meetings. 

Premier Manning shed no light 
on the situation while the Legis- 
lature was in session. W. J. C. 
Kirby, Conservative leader, ask- 
ed him if Mr. Ansley would 
move over to the government 
side cf the House after the next 
election. F 

“Thanks for conceding the 
election to Social Credit,” re- 
plied the premier with a grin. 

Mr. Ansley, onetime minister

ernment, will have to swallow 
some of his extreme views on a 
few subjects if the party takes 
him back. During the past couple 
of sessions he hasn’t spoken out 
quite so vehemently against gov- 
ernment policies, and he’s voted 
fa'rly consistently with ‘the gov- 
ernment on major issues. 

Mr. Ansley is sincere about his 
beliefs, especially when it comes 
to such things as fluoridation and 

hat, he terms “welfare state 
legislation.” When such issues 
arise, he doesn’t hesitate to make 

-his views known..: 

Whatever happens, the party 
appears to have decided ‘that if 
you can’t beat ’em, you might as 
well join ’em. In two election, 
Mr. Ansley has left the “official” 
Socred candidate far behind. 

An even bigger decision fac- 
ing the party is the choice of a 
constituency for, Premier Man- 
ning. In the past, he’s run for 
Edmonton at large, but now the 
city is split into nine single-mem- 
ber ridings. Rumor had it he 
might run in St. Albert, just out- 
side the city, where he has a 
farm. But that has been dis- 
counted. ; 

It seems likely now he'll run 
in one of the Edmonton ridings. 
One of’ the ridings‘ mentioned 
most often is Jasper West, where 
he would be opposed by Liberal 
Abe Miller and Conservative J. 
Percy Page, both sitting mem- 
bers of the House. 

As of the last week, the Social 
Crediters still had to name eight 
candidates in Edmonton, two in 
Calgary and ‘one each in La- 
combe, Pincher Creek-Crowsnest, 
Stony Plain, St. Albert, Lac La 
Biche and Spirit River.

DRYING PILLOWS: tawa, Ont. 


If possible, dry pillows in the 
sun—except the foam rubber 
type. While drying on the cloth- 
esline plumb them up occasion- 
ally to distribute the filling ev- 
enly. .

Beware of Coccidiosis 
in haby chicks 


“While Coccidiosis does occur 
in poultry of most ages, it is 
confined to chicks from three to 
twelve weeks old,’ E. M, Camp- 
bell, powtry commissioner, Sas- 
katchewan Departinent of Agri- 
culture, advised in an interview 
this week. 


“The main reason for this pecu- 
liarity is that warm, moist condi- 
tions are favorable to the develop- 
ment of the disease, and also, that 
young chicks are highly suscepti- 
ble to disease in general since 
they have had little chance to 
build up a resistance,” he further 
explained, 


He stressed that poultry should 
beware of this disease during the 
spring months, and during the 
three to twelve week age period. 

Mr. Campbell then noted the 
parasite cause of the disease: 
“Coccodiosis is caused by a micro- 
scopic protozoan parasite which 
attacks the lining of the in- 
testine.” “There are several species 
of the parasite which are capable 
of causing the disease, some of 
which are acute others are chronic 
in nature.” 

“The life history of the coc- 
cidiosis organism is quite compli- 
cated. The organism passes 
through a number of stages in the 
intestinal lining and _ eventually 
forms an oocyst or spore which is 
passed off in the droppings. At 
the. time the spores leave the 
bird’s body they are harmless or 
non infective but with proper 
moisture and temperature’ they 
soon develop to the infective stage. 
With proper moisture and a tem- 
perature of 70 degrees Farenheit 
development takes place in one 
to three days. Where moisture 
and temperature conditions are 
jess favorable the oocysts will not 
develop but remain dormant for 
several months. Continual ex- 
posure to sunlight, decomposition 
and dryness will destroy the 
spores. High temperature and 
dryness are particularly destruc- 
tive to the organism.” 

“Some of the early symptoms 
of the disease are: wateryness of 


listless and dull with the feathers 
ruffled; the birds will be weak 
and will not eat as they should. 
Some -species cause bloody drop- 
pings which appear about the fifth 
day after the chicks have become

‘species do not 
cause bloody droppings, 
“Birds become infected by eat- 


ing and drinking food and water 
which has been contaminated with 
the parasite. Losses from the dis- 
ease vary from a small percent- 
age to as high as 40 percent. Re- 
covered birds may be stunted and 
unthrifty. 

“Sulpha drugs have heen de- 
veloped which will greatly assist 
in controlling th.s disease and 
they should be purchased and be 
on_hand in case of an outbreak. 
Treatment must be taken prompt- 
ly in order to hold losses to 14 
minimum, 


“Immunity to the disease is the 
result of slow exposure to coc- 
cidia early in life or heavy ex- 
posure accompanied by proper 
drug treatment. One of the dif- 
ficulties is. to provide slow ex- 
posure so that the birds will de- 
velop a natural immunity. No 
matter what drugs are available 
for control] of the disease, preven- 
tion of the disease by proper 
cleanliness is still the most profit- 
able. See that feed and water are 
not contaminated with droppings. 
Keep the birds away from damp, 
dropping-polluted litter about the 
water fountain by placing fountain 
on a wire stand. . 

“In the event of an outbreak of 
coccidiosis, prompt control meas- 
ures should be applied. Besides 
using the proper drugs, obviously 
sick birds should be isolated. 
Since the litter or ground is con- 
taminated with cocidial oocysts . it 
is advisable to clean the pen 
thoroughly or move the flock to 
clean ground. . 


May 14 election
